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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described In (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 

another filed In the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wang 
(2004/0159421). 

Wang discloses a fin assembly for a heat sink including a plurality of metal plates 
(see Fig. 1 ), each of the metal plates including a body member (1 1 ) having a top and 
bottom folded edge, a plurality of connecting structures (12 in Fig. 2) protruding 
perpendicularly from the body member (1 1 ) and located at four diagonal corners of the 
body member (11), each of the body members (11) being perforated with a plurality of 
through holes (14), each of the connecting structure including a partitioning part (the 
portion of 12 extending at a 90 degree angle to plate 11), a latching part (13) extending 
from the partitioning part, the latching part being aligned with the corresponding through 
hole (14), and a connecting part between the partitioning part and the latching part (13), 
the latching part being inserted through the corresponding through hole of the metal 
plate placed in front (see Fig. 4B) and being bent as a hook (see Fig. 4C). 
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3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shen, Hsu, and Dong et al are cited to show fin assemblies with 
latching parts..
